Will Wayne County be split?

Petitions seeking to estab- 
lish a new county are being cir- 
culated in southern Wayne 
County by a pair of downriver 
retirees. 

During a visit to Belleville 
last week, Leonard Mannausa 
and Norman Chinavare dis- 
cussed their plans to petition 
the state to divide Wayne 
County into two parts. The por- 
tion of Wayne County north of 
Van Bom Road would remain 
Wayne County and the south 
ern portion would become 
Erie County, if their plan sue 
ceeds. 

“We chose Van Born Road 
to divide the county because 
we had to establish a boundary 
line. It’s not cast in stone. We 
could include other out-county 
communities if they want to 
join.” said Mannausa. 

Chinavare said the idea of 
splitting the county is not a 
new one, but one that had 
been waiting for “someone to 
hop on” and he has been be 
seiged with calls from volun 
teers who want to aid the 


Patriots for Erie County. 

Mannausa reported that the 
petitions are going like hot- 
cakes. 

“We had 3,100 printed at 
first, and we’re ordering an- 
other 5,000,” Mannausa said. 
“We’ll have petitions in a 
booth at the Outdoor-rama at 
the State Fair grounds. There 
also are petitions all around 
the county that supporters are

Father will not 
sue school now

Genesis Bames, who report-

The Romulus Community 
School District Partnership for 
Education program, one of the 
largest in the midwest, cur- 
rently provides more than 
5,000 student contacts with 
business and industrial 
leaders each year.

Clark, who said the school 
district has been able to earn 
$200,000 in in kind services 
and products from partnership 
members, said the success of 
the program is due to the total 
school district cooperation ef- 
fort ranging from Bedell to the 
local school janitors.

Business woman makes waves 


in film industry

It takes a lot of determina- 
tion to be able to operate your 
own business, but to try and 
make a success of a second 
business which was once sup- 
ported by the State of Michi- 
gan takes a lot of talent. 

Nancy Clervi, however, is 
driven by her passion to help 
others achieve their dreams 
and by her belief that Michi- 
gan has what it takes to be- 
come “Hollywood II.” 

President of Clervi Produc- 
tions in Farmington Hills, 
Clervi manages various Michi- 
gan talents such as Sarah Hab- 
itz, Todd Hissongj Jan Radcliff 
and Jim Porterfield. She rep- 
resents only those individuals 
who are totally committed to 
their work and possess unique 
talents, she said. 

Clervi has been described 
by the media as “an enigma in 
a size-six package,” “woman 
obsessed” and a “big thinker.” 
She doesn’t just say what it 
takes to improve a product. 
Clervi has the knack of improv- 
ing whatever project she is 
working on, and turns it into a 
class act. 

This willpower can defi- 
nitely be observed through 
Clervi’s role as president of 
the Michigan Film and Video 
Production Industry Coalition 
(MIPIC), a non-profit organiza- 
tion. 

Clem, along with other in- 
dustry players, helped form 
MIPIC when the Michigan 
Film Office closed at the start 
of Gov. John Engler’s adminis- 
tration. 

“This all started, for me, 
about four years ago,” Clervi 
said. “Because of what I do, 
with my actors, I had gone into 
different states and tried to 
promote and market them, and

found out the places that were 
assisting me were the film of- 
fices. 

“I thought, ‘this is great.’ I 
thought Michigan should have 
this.” 

At the time, Clervi was a 
member of the Detroit Pro- 
ducers Association. Today, she 
is president elect and vice- 
president of the DPA. 

“I went to the board (DPA) 
and expressed my concerns 
about a lack of a film office,” 
Clervi said. “They had battled 
this situation before. I discov- 
ered there were other individ- 
uals on this board who tried to 
bring about a film office.” 

Clervi is very honest about 
her concerns regarding the 
lack of growth with the Michi- 
gan Film Office since 1979. 

“Ironically enough, little 
change happened between 
1979 and 1991,” Clervi said. 
“We started off with a $157,000 
budget, and now w'e are at 
$90,000. MIPIC was able to not 
only re-establish the film of- 
fice through its political arm, 
but we were also able to be- 
come a line item which had 
never been done before.” 

The Michigan Film Office 
was formerly linked with the 
arts in terms of budgeting from 
the state. Clervi said the film 
office is a business, separate 
from the arts. 

“So, about four years ago, 
we formed an ad hoc commit- 
tee which comprised not only 
the Detroit Producers Associa- 
tion, but many individuals who 
were affected by this business 
or related to this business,” 
Clervi said. 

“We found a tremendous 
concern from those individ- 
uals, and they were anxious to 
start a movement to get more 
exposure and to certainly get 
the support from the state.” 

In 1989, Clervi became the 


promotion marketing consul- 
tant for the Michigan Film Of- 
fice which ended, however, 
with Engler’s administration. 

“We discovered the Michi- 
gan Film Office was targeted 
to be dissolved when Gov. 
James Blanchard did not win 
the election,” Clervi said. “We 
wanted to work hand-in-hand 
with the film office because, 
for some reason the state is not 


anxious to put any of us in the 
office, thereby allowing them 
not only the contact to the in- 
dustry, but also having the 
knowledge of the industty 

“They insist on putting in 
the film office a civil servant, 
someone who works with the 
state 

Film making is a 24-hour job 
a day job, according to Clervi, 
which requires an office to an- 


swer calls from producers 
throughout the nation. 

“You can get a producer 
who will call you from L.A. 
(Los Angeles) at 6 p.m. which is 
three hours behind the time 
and expect a film office to an- 
swer,” Clervi said. “When the 
film office dissolved last 
March, I took that 1(800) line, 
and found out these producers 
call all hours of the day, and 
they want someone there all 
the time which requires an im- 
mediate response.” 

MIPIC officials are hoping 
to achieve many goals in the 
near future which includes es- 
tablishing a 24-hour hotline. 

“This hotline will allow ac- 
cess into a voice mail where 
the individual could choose in- 
formation on crews, casting or 
filmmaking,” Clervi said. “This 
will be a link for filmmaking 
which is so important.” 

Once this link of communi- 
cation is established, Clervi 
believes competition for film- 
making will augment in Michi- 
gan and will result in prompt- 
ing more business in the state. 

“Michigan will thrive as the 
film making state that it once 
was,” Clervi said. “We have the 
best production facilities and 
post- production facilities 
here, second to none. We have 
an array of talent that is abso- 
lutely incredible.” 

Clervi explained that Henry 
Ford first made Detroit one of 
the biggest film producing 
communities in the 1920s. 

“Henry Ford gave Michigan 
the term ‘Little Hollywood’ or 
‘Hollywood II,’ “ Clervi said. 
“That man was able to produce 
newsreels every week and 
send them off to 150 theatres 
across the country.” 

The Michigan born and 
raised businesswoman is out- 
raged that this state cannot 
provide the necessary assis- 


tance for the film making in- 
dustry. 

“I am appalled that I cannot 
get the kind of assistance 
through my own state that I 
can get when I promote and 
market my actors in Chicago, 
New York or L.A.,” Clervi said. 

While Clervi continues her 
mission to promote Michigan 
as a competitor for film mak- 
ing in the nation, she also con- 
tinues to strengthen her own 
business, Clervi Productions. 

“What I do is a very difficult 
job,” Clervi said. “It’s a mar- 
riage between myself and my 
client. Once I sign a contract 
with my client, I will give out 
100 percent toward promoting 
and marketing that individual. 
They (clients) wTITth Strain 
have to provide me with the 
same amount of dedication.” 

Trying to make a success of 
the two businesses, however, 
hasn’t stopped this mother of 
four from thinking about 
achieving other goals in the 
near future. 

“I would love to be able to 
make Sarah Habitz, Todd His- 
song, Jan Radcliff or Jim Por- 
terfield the next rising star,” 
Clervi said. “But I also believe 
there has to be a great amount 
of work done on a state level. 
So, I’m splitting my work now 
in order to concentrate on 
both. It’s definitely a hand-in- 
hand situation.” 

What keeps this vivacious 
woman going every day? She 
has a strong faith in God. 

“I believe I come from good 
stock and determined people,” 
Clervi said. “I come from a 
blue collar family in Dear- 
born. I believe we have a real 
sense of family and self worth. 

I knew from the beginning that 
I was special, and I believe ev- 
eryone should feel they are 
special and can do anything 
they want to do.”

I’m looking forward 
to the program because some- 
times, as hard as your family 
tries to understand you, they 
just can’t feel what you’re feel- 
ing.” 

The course is scheduled for 
six consecutive Tuesdays 7:30 
p.m. to 9:30 p.m. in Conference 
Room One at Annapolis Hospi- 
tal, 33155 Annapolis Road.

All the world loves a lover 
and that’s the reason Valen- 
tines Day is such a popular 
holiday. 

Historians believe the holi- 
day stems from an ancient Ro- 
man festival, Lupercalia. In 
mid-February, the festival was 
celebrated in honor of the god- 
dess Juno, the protector of the 
women and the goddess of 
marriage. Young Romans cele- 
brated the day by gathering 
around a love urn into which 
young girls had placed their 
names. After Christianity was 
established in Rome, Luper- 
calia was renamed St. Valen- 
tine’s Day in honor of the 
martyr whose death so closely 
approximates the Roman festi- 
val. Valentine was a Roman 
priest who lived during the 
reign of Claudius II. He gave 
aid and comfort to the Chris- 
tian martyrs and was im- 
prisoned and executed 
because of his sympathies 
Feb. 14, 207 A.D. 

The first written Valentines 
appeared in the early 15th cen- 
tury. They were handmade 
notes featuring original senti- 
ments. Those who found it dif- 
ficult to express their feelings 
in verse finally found help in 
1688 when the first Valentine 
writers were published. 

These books featured a vari- 
ety of phrases and were popu- 
lar until the late 19th century 
when commercial Valentines 
came into favor. Although they 
replaced them in popularity, 
the first commercial Valen- 
tines may have been inspired 
by the pictorial designs on the 


pages of the Valentine writers. 
In fact, the first fancy Valen 
tines called “cut-outs” ap- 
peared as early as 1740. 

These “cut-outs” featured 
intricate love bird and heart 
designs. Letter sheets with pic- 
torial designs appeared in 
1810 with watercolor decora- 
tion of their borders becoming 
increasinly elaborate until, in 
1850 -60, they developed into 
the lacy Valentines. 

Lace paper blanks were 
also purchased and the sender 
decorated them with ribbon, 
lithographed pictures, and 
original messages. That pe- 
riod, 1850-60, was also consid- 
ered the golden age of 
Valentines. 

The lace paper manufac- 
turers in England had devel- 
oped their art to its highest 
point of excellence. 

Valentines of this period of- 
ten contained hundreds of sep- 
arate pieces including 
embossed ornaments of tinsel 
and colored paper as well as 
satin and aerophane inserts. 

Prior to 1850, the best Valen- 
tines sent in the United States 
were imported from England. 
They were popular and 
expensive-their arrival was 
advertised in local news- 
papers and their prices ran as 
high as $50 each. 

In 1849, Esther Howland of 
Worcester, Mass, began mak- 
ing inexpensive Valentines in 
the English manner. She used 
lace paper imported from Eng- 
land and decorations from var- 
ious areas of the United States. 
Orders during her first year of 


business exceeded $10,000. 

\ vast change in Valentines 
took place in the 1870s. Gar- 
ishly colored chromolitho- 
graphs edged with silk fringe, 
lace pattened paper and paste- 
on symbols were common fea- 
tures of the greetings. German 
mechnical cards appeared in 
the 1880s-three-dimensional 
pull-outs with a series of sets 
lined one behind the other. 
Many times a photograph of 
the sender was used.
